Woman Sarvivor Tells of Horrors 
of the Collision-—She Escaped 
on Raft from Which Waves 
Washed Other Women 
to Their Death. 


San Francisco, Cal., July 23.—‘*Weil, 
I did all I could for you, and I can do 
no more. She's a goner. Goodby.”’ 

With those words, Captain Doran, of 
the ill-fated Columbia, bade farewell to 
those of the passengers and crew who 
had- managed to scramble into boats 
after the collision. The captain was 
Standing on the bridge at the time, and 
a few minutes later went down with the 
Ship. 

97 Persons Unaccounted. 


Sixteen names were added today to 
the jist of survivors of the Columbia- 
San Pedro collision. These sixteen were 
in a boat which landed at Shelter Cove. 
The boat also contained two dead bodies. 
that of Mrs. O. A. Lewis, of Pasadena, 
Cal., and an unknown mun, presumably 
a Sailor. The list of survivors now in- 
cludes 160 names out of a reported total 
of 257 persons on board. Three dead 
bodies have been recovered. 

Ninety-seven persons are unaccounted 
for. 

The Pacific Coast Steamship Com- 
pany's passenger steamer Pomona arriv- 
ed in San Francisco from Eureka at 
10:30 today, bringing from the latter 
Place one of the surviving passengers of 
the wrecked steamer Columbia, and the 
32 members of the Columbia’s erew, who 
were saved out of her total completement 
of 59.

Later Mrs. Leidell consented to talk, 
and in describing her experience said:

The 
crew stood at the boats, cutting away 
at the lines that held them. ‘There was 
mo chance to lower them. All who cou!d 
jumped over the side trying to climb 
onto the rafts which were floating in 
the water. 1 did not have time to think. 
[ ran to the side. There, under the 
side, was a raft. There was nobody on 
it J jumped and struck on the raft.

The 
arrest, which was made at the instance 
of Mayor Bingam, caused a tremen- 
dous sensation. Mr. Semonin furnished 
bond in the sum of $25,000 within a 
short time after his arrest. 
Ousted by Court Decision. 

Semonin was one of the Officials 
whose office was declared vacant by 
the court of appeals in deciding the 
election contest cases. He was elected 
as a democrat. When his successor, 
Phil B. Thompson, was appointed a

Veteran Song Writer Always 
Claimed He Wrote Original 
of “Dixie.” 


Louisville, Ky., July 23.—Colonel Will 
Hayes, the veteran river editor of The 
Courier-Journal, song writer and poet, 
died at his home here today of vertigo, 
causéi by a stroke of paralysis, suffered 
in the Irquois theater fire in Chicago. 
He was 70 years old. Colonel Hayes 
has always claimed the authorship of 
the original words of ‘“‘Dixie’’ and that 
he was responsible for the arrangement 
of the music. His version of ‘‘Dixie” 
was written at the outbreak of the civil 
war, but the words were considered so 
seditious that the writer was arrested 
and compelled to change them.

Passenger and Ticket Agents 
Change Convention City, 


PROHIBITION IS THE CAUSE 


General Passenger and Ticket 
Agents Booked to Meet Here 
Decide To Go To Washing- 
ton—Dther Conventions 
May Be Canceled. 


The annual convention of general pas- 
senger and ticket agents, which was to 
have been held in Atlanta October 15, 
remaining in session for a week or ten 
days, has been called off and will be 
held in Washington, D. C., instead. This 
action was taken at a meeting of the 
executive committee of the association, 
held in New York some days ago. 

According to the statement of local 
railroad men who are in a position to 
speak with authority, this action Was the 
result of a feeling of uncertainty of the 
members of the committee as to what 
action the Georgia legislature would 
take in regard to prohibition. The mem- 
bers of the committee did not know the 
provisions of the pending bill and were in 
doubt as to whether the measure would 
become effective, if passed, before the 
meeting of the convention. 

The association usually brings about 
500 delegates to a city and the sessions 


last a week at the very least. All of 


the delegates are what is Known in 
hotel circles as good spenders and eacn 
delegate could be counted on to sepa- 
rate himself from at least $7.50 per day. 
This means a loss to the hotels and the 
city in general of $24,350 in round fig- 
ureé. 

Hotel men, when Ciey learned of the 
action of the executive committee some 
days ago, were feeling very blue. ‘Ihe 
year 1907 was the biggest convention 
year in the history of Atlanta. When 
the year was young it was predicted 
that the year 1908 would be even great- 
er. Campaigns for securing conventions 
were mapped out and these were to be 
put in effect this fall. 

Now, however, they feel very much 
discouraged and say next year wil] see 
fewer conventions than in many years. 
This is only natural. Banquets are 2 
very necessary adjunct to all conven- 
tions and without them a convention 
would seem a very tame affair. A ban- 
quet without things to drink other than 
water is very unusual. 

Local hotel men stated yesterday that 
that had other convention scheduled for 
next year, which they thought might be 
canceled.

Water Supply Daily in Danger. 

Mngineer Collier, who has charge. of 
the pumps at Hemphill station, has pitb- 
licly stated that the city’s water sup- 
ply depends upon one pump. There are 
three pumps at the station, two small, 
and one large one. To Keep: the pres- 
sure it necessary to use one small 
one and the larger one. The city = is 
therefore dependent, states Engineer 
Collier, upon the large pump. Should 
that break the city would be. without 
pressure. 

Delay and dilly-dallying about the lay- 
ing of a water main from fhe rivér, it 
is being pointed out, caused a water 
shortage and gave Atlanta muddy water 
The water board had urged 
the laying of the main just as it is 
now urging the purchase of the new 
pump.

REED ON TRIAL FOR THIHD TIME. 


Tim Reed Is Charged With Killing 
Hoks Hunt. 

Gainesville, -Ga., July 23.—(Special. )}—For 
the third time Jim Reed faced a Hall county 
jury this week to be tried for his life. The 
case was called at 2 oclock this afternoon, 
and the work of selecting a jury has begun. 
Reed appeared in court looking fairly well, 
considering his long confinement in prison, he 
having lain in jail since the spring of jest 


year. 

Reed is charged with the killing of Hoke 
Hunt near Chattahoochee church, in the spring 
of 1906. The evidence introduced at previ- 
ous trials has been entirely circumstantial. 
The jury to which the case was submitted the 
first time could not agree. At the last Jan- 
uary term of court the jury, found Reed 


| guilty of voluntary manslaughter, and he Was 


given a sentence of fifteen years. An appeal 
for a new trial was made, but Judge Kimsey 
refused it, and the case was carried to the 
court of appeals, which reversed the judge- 
ment of the court below. The securing of a 
jury this time is rather a difficult matter 
inasmuch as & great many people have 
either served on one or the other juries 
which previously tried the case, or had heard 
the evidence at former trials.

For several hours yesterday morning 
the members of the house committee 
on constitutional amendments was in 
session at room No. 31, and listened 
to the advocates and opponents of that 
general bill which seeks to create new 
counties by a fixed and unchanging 


House 


‘law. 


This measure provides how a third of 
the residents of a section proposed to 
be cut off into a new county should 
petition the governor for an election to 
vote on the question of a new county; 
how two-thirds of those desiring to be 
cut off into the new county shall cast 
their vote for this act, and how the 
county must measure up to @ certain 
fixed standard before this creation 
could take place. 

By the enactment of this measure 
into a law all. future wrangles over 


the creation of new counties will be. 


eliminated and all will be created by 
this fixed and unvarying rule. 

There were representatives present 
protesting against this bill from thi #e 
sections in which it is proposed to cre- 
ate the new counties of “Phil Cook,” 
“Rleckley,” “Satilla,” “Troutlen” and 
“Nichols.” The protestants declared 
that the bill was unfair to those seek- 
ing creation, and urged that it be not 
adopted. 

No action was taken on the matter, 
but it is generally. conceded that the 
committee will report the bill favor- 
ably, and in this way get rid of all 
fights for the creation of new counties.

New York, July 23.—There developed in the 
stock market- today a mild opposition to the 
declining tendency which seemed satisfied to 
arrest that tendency without maikng any at- 
tempt to push princes aggressively upwards. 
The result was a dull market, Which ap- 
proached stagnation at times. The only active 
trading was in half a dozen stocks, and the 
prices of these vibrated within a narrow 
range. The day’s news about the stock ex- 
change was made up almost wholly of the 
gossip concerning the dividend to be declared 
on Southern Pacific next month. The large 
earnings for the last year disclosed by the 
official estimates given out last week gave 
the basis for the rumor that the rate would be 
raised from the present 5 per cent. Tue 
traders on the floor expressed among them- 
selves varinyg opinions as to whether the rate 
would be increased 6 or 7 per cent. No 
authoritative information was forthcoming on 
the subject from any source. The manner in 
which Union Pacific has hung baca since 
the new movement in Southern Pacific started 
aroused suspicion, as Union Pacific would we 
the largest beneficiary of any increase in the 
Southern Pacific dividend. The strength 
shown by Atchison was attributed to the ex- 
pectation that the annual report, to be pub- 
lished on Thursday, will show earnings very 
largely in excess of the present disbursement 
in dividends. The movement in Atchison also 
gives some stimulation to the demand for the 
convertible bonds, only part of which were 
subscribed for by the stuckhoiders. It thus 
happened that Southern Pacific and Atchison 
were the sustaining forces in the market in 
the same way as yesterday. There Was a 
correction also of the sharp weakness of 
United States Steel, which was a material 
feature in disturbing the market yesterday 
and in the opening decline today.
